Chicago gang factions fighting among 
themselves as homicide rate soars

As Chicago struggles with its highest murder 
rate in years, the role of a single street gang 
stands out: more than a quarter of the city’s 
nearly 400 homicide victims through Sept. 25 
were affiliated with the Gangster Disciples, 
according to Chicago Police statistics ob- 
tained by the Tribune. 

Long the city’s largest gang, the Gangster 
Disciples have dominated significant swaths 
of the South Side for decades. But now au- 
thorities say the gang is eating itself from 
within, riven by feuding factions with names 
like “Killa Ward” and “Hit Squad” that en- 
gage in bloody conflicts over turf they once 
shared. 

Chicago’s spike in murders so far this year 
has drawn national attention and proven a 
knotty problem for Mayor Emanuel. Gang 
violence has played a major role in the mount- 
ing toll, and police say their job is complicated 
by a new generation of gangbangers more 
willing to strike out on their own without re- 
spect for traditional hierarchies. 

Police records, using preliminary assess- 
ments from investigators, show 100 of the 
392 homicide victims through late September 
were connected to the Gangster Disciples. 
No other gang was close, with the next high- 
est being the 22 murder victims linked to the 
Black P Stones, the CPD statistics show. Even 
given the Gangster Disciples greater size, the 
disparity is notable. 

Police Supt. Garry McCarthy has cited the 
growth of factions within Chicago’s tradition- 
al gangs as one reason for the higher murder 
rate. 

“Back in March, we hit the high point as far 
as shootings are concerned and that was a di- 
rect result of the splintering of the gangs into 
smaller factions, which, in essence, doubled 
the number of gangs in the city,” McCarthy 
said in May.

As part of a gang audit conducted ear- 
lier this year, the department said there were 
more than 600 gang factions in the city. Ac- 
cording to the Chicago Crime Commission, 
the department has identified 250 factions of 
the Gangster Disciples in the city. 

“They're splintering off into smaller gang 
factions, and that’s getting more difficult for 
us to track and predict what’s going to happen 
next,” McCarthy said earlier this year. 

Police typically use several methods to 
determine an individual’s gang affiliation, in- 
cluding past arrests and admissions to gang 
membership, tattoos and intelligence gath- 
ered on the streets and in jails. Investigators 
also scour social media sites such as Twitter 
and Facebook.

Former gang members don’t always agree 
with police conclusions. One former Gang- 
ster Disciple member said the factions within 
the gang have created their own identities and 
shouldn’t be linked to a single gang. 

“T think that it’s actually unfair to call these 
young group subcultures of the Gangster Dis- 
ciples, because they really are not,” said the 
man, who said he was active in the gang in the 
early-1990s and asked that his name not be 
used. “They’re the product of the residue of 
what the Gangster Disciples used to be in the 
communities.” 

There are an estimated 10,000 to 30,000 
Gangster Disciples in Chicago, according to 
the Chicago Crime Commission—by com- 
parison, the Black P Stones membership is 
about 20,000, the Latin Kings about 10,000 


and the Black Disciples, 4,000. 

The origins of the Gangster Disciples go 
back to the 1960s, and it became a major 
criminal force under the leadership of Larry 
Hoover in the 1970s. Hoover, who authori- 
ties say ran the gang even while in prison 
on murder charges, built an operation that 
was as sophisticated as a legitimate corpora- 
tion. The leadership established a strict code 
of conduct for its members, reprimanding 
them for unacceptable behavior including 
violence. 

Hoover transformed the Gangster Dis- 
ciples into a multi-state drug distribution 
network by the mid-1990s, the U.S. Drug En- 
forcement Administration told the Tribune in 
2004. He shifted the gang away from tradi- 
tional street market competition to impose a 


franchise system on drug sales. 

“They had armies of lawyers and ac- 
countants. They had their own clothing 
line, music promotion company, political 
action committee. They had a structure 
that helped them insulate the leaders from 
the drugs and the guns,” said Ron Safer, a 
former assistant U.S. attorney who pros- 
ecuted Hoover in the 1990s. 

After Hoover and other gang leaders 
were taken down by in a federal drug-traf- 
ficking, extortion and criminal enterprise 
case in 1997— Hoover now is in a federal 
supermax prison in Florence, Colo.—a 
steady splintering of the Gangster Dis- 
ciples began that has increased in the past 
decade, experts said. 

Younger gang members have not ad- 


hered to the organized leadership struc- 
ture set up by their predecessors. This has 
led to a fresh spasm of violence as the lines 
marking gang turf are blurred and former 
members of the same umbrella gang be- 
came rivals. 

“You’re more likely, just by general so- 
ciological laws, to come into conflict with 
people who are next to you,” said Andrew 
Papachristos, a sociologist at Yale Univer- 
sity who is working on a book about the 
gang. 

“So if you’re around four other [gang] 
sects and you’re no longer partying with 
them on a daily basis,” he said, “those con- 
flicts will be more likely to erupt because 
you don’t have that Grand Poobah telling 
you what to do anymore.”

RISE IN 
VIOLENCE

Violent crime actually was much worse in 
Chicago in the early 1990s, when around 
900 people were killed in the city each year, 
compared to murder tallies in the 400s in re- 
cent years. But after years of decline this year 
has seen a rise in violence. Through Sept. 25, 
there was a 27 percent increase in homicides 
over the same period a year ago, while shoot- 
ings were up Io percent. 

Much of the increase can be attributed to 
the first 3 1/2 months of the year, when homi- 
cides were up 66 percent from the same peri- 
od a year earlier and shootings up 36 percent. 

So far this year, the police districts with 
the highest increases in violent crime encom- 
pass South and Southwest Side neighbor 
hoods that are notorious Gangster Disciple 
strongholds. 

The gang holds a tight grip on parts of the 
Chicago Lawn police district, where through 
July homicides were up 156 percent over the 
same period a year before. The increase was 
mainly attributed by police to conflicts be- 
tween two Gangster Disciple factions, Rec 
City and the Hit Squad. 

Neighborhoods like Chicago Lawn and 
Marquette Park might be populated by a few 
dozen factions, police said. Each probably 
has of 15 to 20 followers, said Rafi Peterson, 
a community activist who works with gangs 
in the district. 

“They're not just geographically tied 
down. They might be in a car. They might go 
to a party over here. But then they’re repre- 
senting this little clique over there,” Peterson 
said. “And what happens? They're gunning 
each other wherever they catch each other.” 

The Gangster Disciples also occupy a large 
chunk of Auburn Gresham. That neighbor- 
hood falls within the Gresham police dis- 
trict, which leads the city with 33 homicides 
through Sept. 21.

Madrid—who performs improv and sketch comedy on stages across Chicago, toured with 
The Second City on Norwegian Cruise Line ships and recently competed in the local “Impress 
These Apes” comedy challenge contest— debuted “Bitch, Pll Cut You” at the Chicago Women’s 
Funny Festival in June and brings the, ahem, cutting-edge comedy back to the stage in all its 
gossip-dishing glory for one night at The Annoyance. We called her to find out more. 


Which came first—comedy school or beauty 
school? 

Cosmetology school, actually, when I was 19. 

I grew up in Independence, Mo.—it’s a little 
suburb of Kansas City—and I went to school 
specifically so I could move to a big city some- 
day and pursue comedy and acting without 
waiting tables. [Laughs.] I was pretty dumb at 
19, but that’s the one smart decision I made. 
The economy may be bad but you always need 
a haircut; women will always buy lipstick. 


How did Monique Madrid become Monica 
Barcelona? 

She started out as a bowling character. My 
husband and I always have a “bowling” name 
when we go out. I always play Monica Barce- 
lona, and he’s Dale Portugal. 


What happens when the audience walks into 
Monica Barcelona’s salon? 

There’s an assistant that welcomes every- 
body. And then I bring a couple different 
people up on stage. We start to chat and get 
to talking. One person gets their makeup 
done. The second person gets an actual 
haircut. 

And the nice thing is we explore the fact 
that when you go to a salon, you really open 
up to your stylist and it’s kind of this intimate 
deal. So it’s just talking and getting to know 
people in that same way that I would if I 
were actually working in my salon, only it’s a 
little more heightened, of course, ’cause it’s 
this fun character. 

But I hope to make sure that the person up 
on stage with me is feeling comfortable. P’ll 
take good care of them. 


So people shouldn’t be afraid to volunteer? 
No, not at all. She may be this fun, crazy 
character but you will come out with a good 
haircut. 

I always let people know, as Monica, “Hey, 
if you don’t love what Monica does, her 
cousin—hint, hint— Monique Madrid will 
take care of you” —just so that they know the 
comedy isn’t in the haircut itself. 


Which celebrity would be Monica’s dream 
client? 


Monica might actually appreciate the crazy, 
wild side of Snooki—she is into making 
people feel fabulous. Her little catch phrase 
is “Oh, you is beautiful!” 

Rather than being, like, “Oh, I gotta fix 
you,” it’s about bringing out whatever is al- 
ready beautiful about you. That comes from 
my own philosophy of, I like to make people 
still feel like themselves —unless they’re 
asking for some sort of dramatic makeover. 
Everybody’s beautiful as is. It’s just finding 
little ways to enhance you and make you feel 
even more beautiful. 


So how might that play out onstage during 
the makeover? 

I’m really into making eyes pop. It’s one of 
the most requested things I get. I think ev- 
erybody wants their eyes to really sparkle and 
shine but also, that is my little focus area. 

So [ll find a way to make them look even 
bigger and bolder—nothing crazy unless they 
want that or seem to be game for anything. 
But especially ’cause it’s a 9:30 show, we'll get 
you done up all fabulous and then, hey, get 
yourself a date that night or something!
